Thelf resettlement in indus~ 
trial regions and other more 
prosperous districts of West 
Germany has been disap- 
pointingly slow, both to the 
refugecs themselves and to the 
OMclals chargad with lcoking 
after them. .

The refugees consist of two 
main groups: > 

1, The “expellees” who were 
forced to Icaye their homes in 
pre-war German territory East 
of the Oder-Neisse river line, 
the present East German-Polish 
fronticr, or countrics such a3 
Czechoslovak?a, Poland, Hungsry 
and Rumania. This group 
numbers about 8,000,000. Their 
expulsion resulted from the Pots- 
dam Agreement signed by the 
United States, Britain and the 
Sovicy Union, ‘ 

. The remainder, about 
1,700,000, from the Soviet zone 
of Germany who have sought 
refuge in West Germony and 
West Berlin for - political or 
other reasans, . 

Months ago refugees, angry 
at apparent fallure of officlaldom 
to rescitie them in more pros- 
perous. areas, talked of staging 
arge-scale “trelcs” ccross coun- 
try to find new homes, But the 
plans seem to have fallen 
through because of lack of 
financial support to facilitate the 
mows and because of renewed 
pledges from the West German 
Government in Bonn to speed 
up resettlement plans, . 

GOVERNMENT'S TOPE 

The Government hopes to re- 
settle 200,000 refugees this year 
and says that sufficient money is 
now available to build housing 
for another 100,000 refugees to 
be resettled by 1953, 

In 1951, there wos a similar 
plan to’ move 200,000 refugees 
frém: overcrowded = arcas= In 
Schleswig-Holstein, Lower 
Saxony and Bavaria, the States 
most burdened with refugees. 
But by the end of last year, only 
94,000 people had been accepted 
by the receiving States. 

It was the comparative failure 
of this programme which Iced, to 
the latest wave of discontent 
among the refugees. 

The West German Minister for 
Refugee Affairs, Hang Lukas- 
chek, said that the West German 
Federal Republic had spent 6,000 
million marks (about £500,600,- 
000 Sterling) fo> the refugees in 
the 1951-52 financial year, com- 
pared en eon -miilion- marks 
in 1949-50. The cost of the 
resettlement parr was 1,000 mil-, 
lion marks a year. 

Many’ refugees: have founi 
employment and housing oy their 
own ¢effozts, officials say, but the 
bulk of them are dependent on 
organised transport to find new 
homes. ‘ 

GRAVE ‘PROBLEM 

The Federal authoritics claim 
that solution of the refugee 
problem depends a great deal 
on the whole-hearted — co- 
operation of the nine West 
German States. The States re- 
ject this argument, saying that 
the 1951 scheme, for instances, 
could not be carried out in the 
time allotted. 

* The solution, officials agree, 
depends largely on progress In 
solving West Germany’s 
equally grave, housing problem. 
Germans, in general, live in 
much more crowded conditions 
foday than in 1938. More than 
2,000,000 homes were destroyed 
during the war. About 800,000 
new ones have been built sinco 
Ahen, 5 

Owing to the influx of cx- 
pellees ard refugees, however, 
It is estimated that a total 
shortage of 3,750,000 homes still 
exists if: pre-war housing 
standards are applicd. The 
housing problem is seriously 
complicated by prohibitive 
Yullding costs, which in 1951 
aione increased by about 25 per

Boys’ Prank 
Halts Train, 
In Tunnel 


- London, Aug. 24. 

Two boys aged 11 and 13 stuod 
on a railway embenkmeat near 
Bristol and trembled with fcar 
as they realised that by rolling 
a large. empty oil drum on to 
the line they might have wreck- 
ed the Penzance-Crewe express. 

But a fluke saved the train as 
it roared at 70 miles an hour 
towards the mile-long Patchway 
tunnel. 

The story of the fluke was told 
at Thurnbury, Gloucestershire, 
Juvenile Court when the boys 
were summoned for doing wilful 
damage and trespassing. The 
elder boy was sent to a remand 
home for three weeks, and the 
younger conditionally discharged 
and ordered to pay one guinca

The drum, found buckled be- 

neath the axle of the first passcn- 
.ger coach, broke the safety de- 
ivice on the engine which gives 
the driver automatic warning of 
danger signals ahead. But by 
sheer luck it also broke the 
vacuum pipe and applied the 
brakes. The driver brought the 
nine-coach express to a shud- 
dering: standstill inside 
tunnel. . 

“if the train had gone on the 
whole of the safety signalling 
system along the route would 
have been put out of action. As 
it was passengers’ were delayed 
inside the tunnel for 79 minutes,” 
said Mr A. R. Webb, prosecuting.

RELEASED AFTER BEING 
SUPPRESSED A YEAR 


Washington, Aug. 24. 

The United States Senate Committee today 
published an official report which had been sup- 
‘pressed for a year alleging that seven international 
oil companies, two of them British, held a monopoly 
of the world’s oil divided market between them and 


fixed their own prices, 


The report hud been kept secret because it was 
thought its contents might harm Internationa! relations. 
Even now some of its findings—believed to deal with oil 
company relations with Persin and other Middle East 
Governments—have been omitted. 


it disclosed that in 1949, the 
seven Ihtograted companies con- 
trolled about 92 per cent of the 
world's estimated crude oll re- 
serves outside the United States, 
Russia und Mexico, They ac- 
gounted for’ AB’ per cent of. the 
world's productlon — excluding 
the United States and the Soviet 
bloc. 

Two of the companics namcd— 
Anglo-eIranian and Royal Dutch 
Sheli—tite predominantly British 
owned. The others, Standard 
Oll (New Jersey), Standard Ott 
of California, Gulf Ol), Texne 
Ol and = Socony -Vacuum, are 
American. 

“These seven international 
companies operate through 
layers of jointly-owned sub- 
sidiaries’ and .affillated com- 
panies,” the report said, 

“Through this corporate com- 
ulex of companies: they control 
not only most of the oll hut 
also most of the world’s forelgn 
petrol refining, cking, trans- 
port and marketing activities. 

“Thus control of olf from 
Well: to ultimate consumer Is 
retained in one corporate 
family or group of families,” ' 


MANY AGREEMENTS 

The companics had agreements 
which contemplated price fixing, 
sharing of markcts, costricting 
production: to maintain prices, 
Imiting the number of distri- 
butive outlets . and cutting out 
competitive expenditure for 
market facltities, 

The British-controlied Anglo-

The three companies signed 
contracts under which tho 
Standard Oi (New Jersey) 


would purchose Anglo-lranian 
oll at the rate of 110,000 bar- 
rels a day over a 20-year 
period, and Socony-Vacuum 
agreed to buy at the rate of 
70,000 barrels a day, 

The purpose was to provide 
the Anglo-Iranian with an
